House prices 
set to rocket

Luton, Mr Yusuf said: “It’s bad 
news for the first time buyers of 
the next generation due to the 
increase in prices, but it’s 
only good news for current 
homeowners.

PROPERTY prices in Luton will 
rocket over the next five years, 
experts are predicting. 

A study released by property 
company RightMove and Oxford 
Economics expects property 
prices in the town to increase by 
41 per cent. 

The study ranks Luton as 
second in England and Wales for 
house price increase, almost 
keepingpace with Southampton, 
which is predicted to rise by 42.9 
per cent and level with trendy 
seaside town of Brighton. 

Luton’s figure is well above the 
national expected increase of 30 
per cent and the 37 per cent 
expected in the East of England 
- Luton’s region. 

The current market price for a 
three bedroom, semi-detached 
family home in Luton is around 
£185,000, which stands to 
increase to just over £260,000 if 
the predictions prove to be 
accurate. 

Commenting on the figures, 
Richard Yusuf, regional manag¬ 
er for Taylors Estate Agents said: 
“There is definitely a demand for

Outsourcing services 
is ‘doomed to failure’

THE DECISION to outsource the 
cleaning and catering services 
at Luton and Dunstable (L&D) 
Hospital has been met with 
anger by local representatives of 
UNISON. 

Of particular concern to the 
union is the increase in costs to 
the hospital and a possible repeat 
of when the services were last 
outsourced, only for them to 
have to bring them back in house 
after problems. 

Paul O’Brien, UNISON Branch 
Secretary at the Trust, said: 
“Considering both the cleaning 
and catering departments have 
been underfunded for such a 
long time, they have managed to 
do an excellent job in maintain¬ 
ing the standards that are 
expected of them. 


“I don’t understand what they 
hope to achieve by outsourcing 
both departments, especially as 
the NHS Hospital Trust has 
admitted that it would actually 
cost them more money for an 
outside company to run the 
catering department than it 
would to fund the developments 
themselves and to run the 
service in-house. 

“I am very concerned that this 
process is doomed to be an 
expensive failure and I do 
seriously question as to whether 
the Trust has actually learnt from 
its past mistakes.” 

A spokesman for Luton and 
Dunstable Hospital said: 
“Outsourcing will have the 
benefits of greater flexibility. 

“For example, it will allow for 
the provision of hot meals when 
patients are admitted into 
hospital outside daytime hours. 


“It will also enable the freeing 
up of existing space for clinical 
use and the investment of addi¬ 
tional capital into better catering 
and cleaning equipment. 

“Over the last ten months we 
have had several open discus¬ 
sions with staff and patients to 
identify any concerns and to help 
prepare the service specification 
for the new supplier. 

“All permanent employees, 
including permanent part-time 
employees, who are employed by 
the L&D at the start of the com¬ 
mercial contract will be trans¬ 
ferred under legislation and 
retain their individual terms and 
conditions of employment, 
including their NHS pension.” 

The L&D Hospital has com¬ 
menced the initial stages of the 
process of outsourcing but is yet 
to select a partner to provide the 
services.

TWO pupils from Stopsley High School 
are doing their bit to commemorate the 
centenary of the First World War by 
launching a charity initiative to raise 
money for Help for Heroes and The 
Royal British Legion.

Housing plan nears 
final approval stage

A PLAN to create 31,000 new homes 
and 27,000 jobs in Central 
Bedfordshire has been submitted to 
The Secretary of State for 
Communities and Local 
Government, Eric Pickles. 

If the plans go through, it will mean 
a large number of new properties 
being built on the Woodside Link, 
near Houghton Regis and on land to 
the north of Luton and Sundon. 

The submission comes after three 
years of consultation, in three stages, 
which has seen thousands of people 
have their voices heard on the issue. 

Councillor Nigel Young, executive 
member for regeneration, said: “This 
plan affects every person living in 
and around Central Bedfordshire and 
I am grateful to everyone who has 
taken time to give their views on our 
plans throughout this process. 

“Factoring in the needs of our vary¬ 
ing communities and striking the 
right balance between promoting

growth and protecting our area’s 
character has been challenging, but I 
am confident that we have a plan that 
sets us on the right course for meeting 
housing and employment needs and 
creating thriving communities.” 

The most recent consultation took 
place over the summer and invited 
residents to give feedback on the final 
plan. 

This feedback, along with evidence 


from the council on the strategy will 
be considered by an independent 
planning inspector. 

The inspector is appointed by the 
Secretary of State and decides ulti¬ 
mately whether the plans go ahead. 

A public examination is expected to 
be held next spring. 

After the examination hearings, the 
planning inspector will issue a report 
setting out their conclusions and 
identify whether the plan is ‘sound’ or 
needs any changes. 

If the plan is considered to be 
‘sound’, the council will be asked to 
adopt the strategy. 

Cllr Young added: “I hope that the 
public examination process will find 
our plan to be robust and that by next 
year we will have an adopted strategy 
to ensure developments meet the 
principles and standards we have set 
and to guard against ‘hostile’ devel¬ 
opments that go against our plans.”

POLICE are appealing for 
witnesses to come forward 
after a 13-year-old girl was 
attacked by two adults in the 
Quadrant Shopping Centre 
in Dunstable.

Man found guilty of 
assaulting stranger

A MAN has been jailed for 12 
months after a jury cleared 
him of robbing a stranger, 
but found him guilty of 
assault. 

Daniel Copeland, 23, denied 
the charge of robbery at the 
start of his trial this week at 
Luton Crown Court. 

The attack happened just 
after 10pm on March 29 this 
year when Clive Walker left 


his home in Studley Road, 
Luton, to visit some nearby 
shops. The jury were told that 
where Studley Road meets 
Biscot Road, Mr Walker saw 
the defendant, who he didn’t 
know, talking to a prostitute. 

Mr Walker told the court 
that as he made his way past 
them, Copeland, who lived in 
a flat in nearby Malzeard 
Road, called after him. He 
told how after catching up 
with him, the defendant 
punched him in the face and 


the head, knocking him out. 

When he came round he 
was being helped by a good 
Samaritan, but £20 in cash 
and a gold chain was missing. 

During the trial the jury 
were told that a second alter¬ 
native charge against 
Copeland was being added of 
assault occasioning actual 
bodily harm on Mr Walker. 

On Wednesday Copeland 
was acquitted of the robbery 
but found guilty of the assault 
and jailed for 12 months.

Keep hedgehogs safe 

SIR - With bonfire night and Halloween fast 
approaching, the British Hedgehog 
Preservation Society (BHPS) urges that 
bonfires should not be built until the day 
they are to be lit to save hedgehogs and 
other wildlife from appalling suffering. 

This will not only save wildlife from burn¬ 
ing to death but will also stop the bonfire 
from getting soaked should it rain the night 
before! 


If a large bonfire has to be built in 
advance, protect it whilst building by 
putting some chicken wire one metre high, 
all the way around the bottom. This should 
be held in place with stakes and the wire 
should slope outwards at an angle to make 
it difficult to climb, as hedgehogs are good 
climbers! 

If, whilst building, a bonfire is left 
unattended, for however short a time; it’s 
imperative to check for young children, 
hedgehogs and other animals, including 
family pets, before lighting. As hedgehogs 


tend to hide in the centre and bottom two 
feet of the bonfire, check by gently lifting 
the bonfire section by section with a pole 
or broom. Never use a spade or fork as 
these can stab them.

As the Ebola virus has 
graphically demonstrated, 
gated communes can only 
take you so far in terms of 
personal protection. 

Perhaps this is the moment, 
or maybe next May when 
every party loses the 
election, or at least none win 
it, for them all to come 
together, to work out how to 
resolve issues such as pover¬ 
ty, the NHS and education 
for a generation.

No jail term over 
‘cleaver threats’

A PARKING row outside two 
takeaway shops prompted a 
disgruntled man to arm 
himself with meat cleavers. 

The events took place at 
6pm on July 11 this year, 
when customers went into 
Peri Peri Palace in Houghton 
Parade, Dunstable, but 
parked in front of The Rice 
Bowl next door. 

Tatman Cheng asked them 
twice to move the car, banged 


on the bonnet and 
approached them with two 
meat cleavers. 

During a struggle to restrain 
him, one man had his wrist 
nicked by one of the knives. 

A judge said the men who 
were threatened had taken a 
‘merciful’ stance and thought 
Cheng needed help rather 
than punishment. 

Recorder Patrick Fields told 
the 62-year-old defendant he 
was going to suspend the jail 
sentence given Cheng’s age 
and good character and the 


attitude of the victims. 
Cheng, of Marsh Road, Luton, 
pleaded guilty to using 
threatening words and 
behaviour and possessing a 
bladed article in public. 

He was given a nine month 
suspended sentence with £150 
costs and a £100 victim sur¬ 
charge at Luton Crown Court. 

Aurindam Majumdar, 
defending said: “He was 
under stress at the time and 
had some underlying psycho¬ 
logical problems for which he 
is now having help.”

For now, I have had to put 
the very many other issues, 
(like strengthening families, 
combating modern slavery, 
standing up for Christians 
and others persecuted 
around the world in the 
Middle East and in countries 
like North Korea and the 
reorganisation of orthopae¬ 
dics and improvement of 
care for veterans) which I 
care passionately about and 
have campaigned on for so 
long, on the back burner. It 
also means that I can only 
speak in the House of 
Commons on matters relat¬ 
ing to prisons, probation and 
rehabilitation. I can of 
course, write to ministers in 
all departments about all 
these issues though. All those 
constituents who watch 
Prime Minister’s Questions 
regularly will no longer see 
me rising in my place to catch 
the Speaker’s eye in the way I 
did in the past. I will 


continue to attend Prime 
Minister’s Questions though 
as it is such a key event. 

I want to say how much I 
value the incredible work 
which prison and probation 
staff do up and down our 
country. Prison officers and 
probation staff are often not 
the first people who come to 
mind when we think of public 
servants. The work they do, 
however, is absolutely vital to 
keep the public safe and it 
gives me enormous pleasure 
to be able to pay tribute to 
their incredible work. 

I have been incredibly well 
supported by the civil serv¬ 
ants I have the privilege to 
work alongside in the 
Ministry of fustice. They are 
dedicated, professional, 
highly intelligent and com¬ 
mitted to keeping the public 
safe through a well-function¬ 
ing criminal justice system. 

I am very conscious howev¬ 
er that I am only able to serve 
as a minister because I am 
first and foremost a constitu¬ 


ency MP. I am still working in 
South West Bedfordshire 
most Fridays and have been 
able to spend some addition¬ 
al days working locally over 
the summer when I have not 
been needed in the Ministry 
of justice. So I have been able 
to continue to visit local 
schools, NHS staff, business¬ 
es and other local groups. 
This week I have had the 
privilege of spending time 
with ambulance crews in 
Leighton Buzzard and I also 
went out with an ambulance 
crew on one of their shifts 
last week. I have nothing but 
the highest admiration for 
the work they do and the 
care, professionalism and 
good humour with which 
they do it. I also managed to 
visit two schools this week 
and was honoured to speak at 
the awards evening at All 
Saints Academy. It was won¬ 
derful to see the progress 
which All Saints has made 
and to see what a popular 
local school it is becoming.

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Santa Brownies 


Ok, we’ll admit it: we cheated a little. Although using a pre-packaged brownie mix won’t 
earn you too many points in the Great British Bakeoff tent, turning to Betty Crocker or her 
associates will save you time over the hectic festive period. These cute bites are simple to 
whip up for unannounced guests, but look impressive enough to take along to a party. 
And why not earn a few points with Santa by leaving one out for him on Christmas Eve? 


Method: 

1. Follow the instructions provided by the 
manufacturer to bake your brownies. Allow the tray 
to cool before shaping the cakes into rounds using a 
cookie cutter. Aim to get between 12 and 16 circles. 

2. Beat the butter and mascarpone cheese together 
until light and creamy. Mix in the vanilla extract 

and salt, before adding the icing sugar a little at a 
time. Continue to beat the ingredients together. A 
little more icing sugar might be required in order to 
achieve a consistency that’s stiff enough for it not to 
run off the top of the brownies. 

3. Pipe a ring of buttercream on to the top of each 
brownie round. Alternatively, use a teaspoon to 
neatly apply a medium-thick layer. 

4. Cut off the strawberry leaves, and push the flat 
base of each fruit on to an iced brownie. 

5. To finish, add a daub of buttercream to the tip 
of each strawberry. 


This recipe will make 12-16 brownies. 
You will need: 

A packet of chocolate brownie mix 
(Read the directions on the box to see whether 
you will need to add any other ingredients to 
the batter. Individual brands may differ but 
most require an egg, oil and water.) 

12-16 small strawberries 

For the vanilla mascarpone 
buttercream: 

115g of unsalted butter 
115g mascarpone cheese 
385g icing sugar 
2 tsp vanilla extract 
A pinch of salt

Method: 

1. Preheat the oven to 220 degrees Celsius/gas 
mark seven. Line a large baking tray with grease¬ 
proof paper. 

2. Lightly flour the worktop, and roll out the sheet 
of pastry. Cut the puff into three centimetre 
rounds using a cookie cutter, and transfer these 
onto the tray. 

3. Whisk the egg yolk with a teaspoon of water, 
and brush each pastry lightly with the wash. 

4. Place the pastries into the middle of the oven, 
and bake for 10 to 12 minutes until they are risen and 
golden in colour. Allow them to cool on a wire rack. 

5. In a saucepan, bring the figs, water and 
rosemary to the boil. Lower the stove temperature 
until the solution simmers and stir frequently until the 
liquid reduces to a tablespoon’s amount. Take the 
pan from the heat and add the chopped garlic, 
olive oil. Balsamic vinegar. Season to taste. 

6 . Transfer the fig mixture to a small bowl. Use a 
hand mixer to blend the figs until they are of a 
jam-like consistency. 

7. Melt the butter in a small pan and stir in the 
brown sugar. Add the walnuts and cayenne 


pepper. Fry lightly, adding a teaspoon of water 
whilst stirring regularly. After 10 minutes, transfer the 
glazed nuts on to parchment paper. 

8 . Using a small teaspoon spread the fig jam on top 
of the pastries. Dot on a small piece of Stilton, and 
add a candied walnut to garnish.

TRAVEL REVIEW 


I LOVE Paris.. .well anytime actually. It was 
the first foreign city I visited and still holds 
that charm and attraction as something 
‘other’. 

Paris is different and sitting at a cafe on a 
boulevard watching the world go by is one of 
life’s joys. 

Another these days is actually getting there. 
Catching the train to St Pancras and climbing 
on a Eurostar is in itself a wonderful 
experience. 

Travelling in style from one great railway 
station in the heart of London to another in the 
heart of Paris beats airports and flying any 
day. 

We stayed in Montmartre, in a hotel we had 
used before. 

It sits in a very pretty square, next to what 
was Picasso’s first studio, and just below the 
throbbing Place du Tertre and the majestic 
Sacre Coeur. How romantic is that? 

On our first afternoon we followed a walk 
suggested in our guidebook, which took us 
round Montmartre to view its, sometimes 
strange, sights and to where artists had once 
lived. 

I still find it amazing that in the late nine¬ 
teenth century most of the world’s greatest 
Impressionist and Post-Impressionist painters 
lived cheek by jowl in the once rather seedy 
village on the edge of Paris. 

To keep up the theme, the next day took us to 
the Musee d’Orsay, which houses many 
Impressionist masterpieces. The building, 
once a railway station, is itself a masterpiece. 

At one time the good burghers of Paris were 
going to demolish it, which just shows we are 
not the only ones to elect architectural 
vandals into office. 

For the rest of the time we just wandered the 
streets of Paris - the Rue de Rivoli, the 
Pompidou Centre, the Notre Dame, the Latin 
Quarter - interspersed with coffee, cakes and 
beers in the cafes. Bliss. The present Mrs Lowe 


did have one surprise for me. She had booked 
tickets for a performance at the Au Lapin Agile. 

This is a small, rustic looking house in 
Montmartre, which since the mid-nineteenth 
century has been the venue for nightly 
cabaret. 

We booked a table, which turned out to be 
two stools on a long bench, where we were 
served glasses of red wine with cherries in 
them. 

The cabaret was a series of songs by a group 
of slightly disheveled, anarchic looking 
Parisian singers. It was an interesting evening, 


although not quite what I had expected. 

So close to the Gare du Nord is Montmartre, 
we decided to walk back to the station in the 
morning sunshine. 

Time for another coffee, another cake and 
when we arrived another beer looking on the 
fagade of the station. 

One small point on a great break is that the 
departure lounge, to use airport speak, in 
Paris is not quite big enough for all the people 
travelling. 

Eurostar is a victim of its own success. 

But Paris is still a wondrous city, and just a 


very comfortable stone’s throw away.

GONE GIRL 


Rated 18, 2hr 25mins 

Showing at Luton Cineworld 

DAVID Fincher’s 10th feature film 
as director, Gone Girl, marks anoth¬ 
er triumph with this dark and 
twisted effort. 

The film is based upon the 2012 
best-selling book of the same name 
by Gillian Flynn, which starts with 
the disappearance of the seemingly 
happily married Amy and the efforts 
of her husband Nick to try to find her 
- while juggling being the primary 
suspect in her disappearance. 

The revealing of Amy’s fate less 


than halfway into the film opens a 
whole new plotline with a battle 
between Nick and the police in 
revealing to the world what actually 
happened to his wife. 

Even more shocking plot-twists 
take this film into a much darker 
realm, in typical Fincher fashion, 
and I found myself gripped for the 
entire two and a half hours. 

A masterstroke sees it jumping 
between two time frames, told sepa¬ 
rately by Amy and Nick, with neither 
particularly convincing, keeping you 
guessing throughout. 

While it may be on the long side, 
the film flies by due to the direction 
and plot, but also the chemistry 
between the cast members. 

Superbly acted from the lead pair of 
Ben Affleck (Nick) and Rosamund 


Pike (Amy) down to the smallest role, 
it is a thrilling and enthralling affair, 
if not disturbing at times. 

Fincher teams up once again with 
Trent Reznor and Atticus Ross, after 
their success composing the scores

LUTON left it late to conjure up the one magic 
moment that boss John Still believes his side 
are capable of as substitute Luke Guttridge 
netted in the 90th minute against former side 
Northampton to lift the Hatters to the top of 
League Two. 

There had been precious little quality before 
that until on-loan right back Michael Harriman 

- who was one of the few to impress and surely 
deserves to extend his stay beyond next month 

- picked out the midfielder who expertly 
rounded Ben Tozer with one sublime touch 
before slamming under the dive of keeper 


Jordan Archer. It ensured a dramatic seventh 
straight victory to accompany a seventh clean 
sheet of the campaign, largely courtesy of a 
calm and commanding performance by skip¬ 
per Steve McNulty. 

The result will be one to savour but, against a 
Cobblers side that had not won on their four 
previous outings and offered just as little in 
attack, more was expected from the division’s 
form team than the one shot on target the hosts 
managed in the 89 minutes leading up to the 
winner.
